TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


These  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  set  forth  the  terms  of  a  public 
auction  sale  conducted  in  Los  Angeles,  California  by  Ira  &  Larry  Goldberg 
Coins  &  Collectibles,  Inc.,  a  Nevada  corporation,  California  Auction  Bond 
No.  3S95453300  (hereinafter,  the  “Auctioneer"  or  "Goldberg”). 

1.  This  catalogue  contains  the  description  of  property  of  multiple 
consignors  (the  “Consignors"),  and  may  include  consignments  from 
Goldberg,  its  principals,  and  affiliated  or  related  companies  and  their 
employees,  officers,  or  principals.  All  persons  seeking  to  bid,  whether 
in  person,  through  an  agent  or  employee,  or  by  telephone,  telefax  or 
mail,  must  have  a  catalogue  and  register  to  bid  at  the  auction,  either  by 
completing  a  registration  card  or  by  completing  the  bid  sheet  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  the  catalogue.  The  Purchaser  acknowledges  that  an  invoice 
describing  a  lot  by  number  incorporates  the  catalogue  by  reference. 

2.  By  submitting  a  bid,  whether  in  person,  by  mail,  by  phone,  by 
facsimile  or  through  an  employee  or  agent,  the  Bidder  acknowledges  (i) 
receipt  of  the  catalogue,  (ii)  that  the  Bidder  has  read  the  Terms  and 
Conditions  of  Sale  and  the  descriptions  for  the  lots  on  which  they  have 
bid,  and  (iii)  that  they  agree  to  adhere  to  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of 
Sale. 

3.  Each  Bidder's  determination  of  its  bid  should  be  based  upon  its 
own  examination  of  the  item(s),  rather  than  the  grade  represented  in 
this  Catalogue  or  elsewhere.  In  any  purchase  or  sale,  the  value  of  the 
item(s)  is  determined  by  the  price.  THE  PURCHASER  HEREBY  AS¬ 
SUMES  ALL  RISKS  OF  VALUATION  CONCERNING  ANY  AND  ALL  PUR¬ 
CHASES.  All  Floor  Bidders  acknowledge  that  the  Auctioneer  can  de¬ 
cline  to  accept  bids  from  the  a  Floor  Bidder  who  is  known  to  have  not,  in 
fact,  examined  the  lot  prior  to  the  sale. 

4.  All  material  shall  be  sold  in  separate  lots  to  the  highest  Bidder 
as  determined  by  Auctioneer.  If  any  dispute  arises  during  or  immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  sale  of  a  lot,  Auctioneer  shall  have  the  right  to  rescind  the 
lot  offered  and  put  the  lot  up  for  sale  again.  In  all  cases,  Auctioneer's 
decision  shall  be  final.  For  the  protection  of  any  Mail  Bidder,  no  “un¬ 
limited"  or  “buy"  bids  will  be  accepted.  Goldberg  shall  have  the  right  in 
its  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  reject  any  such  bid  received.  When 
identical  bids  are  received  for  a  lot,  preference  is  given  to  the  first  bid 
received  as  determined  by  the  Auctioneer.  A  mail  bid  will  take  prece¬ 
dence  over  an  identical  floor  bid;  a  Floor  Bidder  must  bid  higher  than 
the  highest  mail  bid  to  be  awarded  any  lot. 

5.  Bids  must  be  for  an  entire  lot  and  each  lot  constitutes  a  sepa¬ 
rate  sale.  No  lot  will  be  broken  up  unless  the  Auctioneer  determines 
otherwise.  Lots  will  be  sold  in  their  numbered  sequence  unless  Auction¬ 
eer  directs  otherwise. 

6.  Due  to  the  fungibility  of  the  items  sold,  all  lots  may  carry  a 
reserve.  For  purposes  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale,  a  reserve 
means  a  confidential  price  below  which  the  Auctioneer  will  not  sell  an 
item  or  will  re-purchase  on  behalf  of  the  Consignor  or  for  the  account  of 
Goldberg. 

7.  The  Auctioneer  may  open  the  bidding  on  any  lot  by  placing  a 
bid  on  behalf  of  the  seller;  a  Bidder  by  mail,  telephone  or  facsimile;  or 
any  other  participant  in  the  sale.  The  Auctioneer  may  also  bid  on  behalf 
of  the  Consignor  up  to  the  amount  of  the  reserve,  by  (i)  accepting  bids 
from  floor  agents  on  behalf  of  the  Consignor,  or  any  affiliated  or  related 
company  of  the  Auctioneer  or  the  Consignor;  (ii)  by  placing  successive 
or  consecutive  bids  for  any  lot;  or  (iii)  by  placing  bids  in  response  to 
other  Bidders. 

8.  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right,  at  his  sole  discretion,  (i)  to  ac¬ 
cept  or  decline  any  bid,  (ii)  to  accept  or  decline  any  challenge  to  any  bid 
or  bidding  increment,  (iii)  to  reduce  any  mail  bid  received,  (iv)  to  open 
the  bidding  of  a  lot  at  any  level  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Auctioneer, 
and  (v)  to  determine  the  prevailing  bid.  Bids  will  not  be  accepted  from 
persons  under  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  without  a  parent's  written  con¬ 
sent  containing  an  acknowledgment  that  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of 
Sale  herein  and  indicating  their  agreement  to  be  bound  thereby  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  Bidder. 


9.  It  is  unlawful  and  illegal  for  Bidders  to  collude,  pool,  or  agree 
with  another  bidder  to  pay  less  than  the  fair  value  for  a  lot.  Bidders  in 
the  sale  acknowledge  that  the  law  provides  for  substantial  penalties  in 
the  form  of  treble  damages  and  attorneys’  fees  and  costs  for  those  who 
violate  these  provisions. 

10.  Goldberg  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  any  lot  at  any  time, 
even  after  the  hammer  has  fallen,  until  the  Purchaser  has  taken  physi¬ 
cal  possession  of  the  lot.  No  Consignor  who  has  registered  to  bid  at 
the  sale  (or  at  any  other  time  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  con¬ 
signment  agreement),  or  any  Purchaser  or  prospective  Bidder  shall 
have  a  right  to  claim  any  consequential  damages  if  a  lot  is  withdrawn, 
even  after  the  sale. 

11.  GOLDBERG  IS  NOT  RESPONSIBLE  FOR  ERRORS  IN  BID¬ 
DING.  A  Bidder  should  make  certain  to  bid  on  the  correct  lot  and  that 
the  bid  is  the  maximum  (plus  the  ten  percent  (10%)  Buyer's  Commis¬ 
sion)  that  he  or  she  is  willing  and  able  to  pay.

If  the  description  of  any  lot  in  the  catalogue 
is  incorrect,  the  lot  is  returnable  if  returned  within  five  (5)  calendar 
days  of  receipt,  and  received  by  Goldberg  no  later  than  twenty-one  (21) 
calendar  days  after  the  sale  date.  No  return  or  refund  of  any  auction  lot 
will  be  considered  except  by  reason  of  lack  of  authenticity,  unless  other¬ 
wise  provided  in  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale.  All  lots  are  sold 
under  the  condition  that  any  claims  challenging  grading,  authenticity 
or  methods  of  manufacture  must  be  made  in  writing  within  five  (5)  cal¬ 
endar  days  of  receipt  of  material.  All  disputed  lots  must  be  returned 
intact  as  received  in  their  original,  sealed  and  unopened  container.  Late 
remittance  or  removal  of  any  lot  from  its  original  container  constitutes 
just  cause  for  revocation  of  all  return  privileges  for  any  reason. 

13.  All  prospective  Bidders  who  are  allowed  the  opportunity  to 
examine  lots  prior  to  the  sale  shall  personally  assume  all  responsibility 
for  any  damage  they  cause  in  so  doing.  Goldberg  shall  have  sole  discre¬ 
tion  in  determining  the  value  of  the  damage  caused,  which  shall  be 
promptly  paid  by  the  prospective  Bidder. 

14.  Title  to  any  lot  remains  with  Consignor,  any  secured  party  of 
the  Consignor,  or  assignee  of  Consignor,  as  the  case  may  be,  until  the 
lot  is  paid  for  in  full  by  Purchaser.  Goldberg  reserves  the  right  to  re¬ 
quire  payment  in  full  before  delivering  any  lot  to  the  successful  Pur¬ 
chaser. 

15.  It  is  the  Purchaser’s  responsibility  and  obligation  to  have  the 
lots  fully  insured  while  in  his  or  her  possession.

In  January  1980,  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries  featured 
selections  of  Dr.  Ariagno’s  United  States  holdings  and  later 
that  year  sold  his  fine  collection  of  ancient  coins.  In  the 
B  &  R  catalog  Dr.  Ariagno  is  quoted  as  follows: 


My  interest  in  coins  began  at  the  age  of  ten,  when  my  mother  gave  me  a  copy 
of  B.  Max  Mehl's  Star  Rare  Coin  Encylopedia  and  a  few  old  coins  that  she  had 
saved.  Later  I  received  Wayte  Raymond’s  Coins  of  the  World  and  various  for¬ 
eign  pieces  that  my  father  obtained  in  his  business.  With  the  advent  of  World 
War  II,  followed  by  several  years  of  college  and  medical  school,  my  collecting 
instincts  were  laid  aside. 


Some  years  later,  when  firmly  established  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  pos¬ 
sessing  a  great  interest  in  history  and  geography,  my  pursuit  of  coins  began  in 
earnest.  Being  of  a  romantic  nature,  coins  lent  a  fascination  for  the  people,  places 
and  events  that  they  represented.  This  explains  the  wide  diversity  of  my  main 
collection  . . .  transversing  coinage  from  its  inception  in  Lydia,  through  the  Helle¬ 
nistic,  Roman,  Byzantine,  Arabic,  and  Medieval  periods,  and  encompassing  the 
rise  and  fall  of  the  great  European  states.

It  is  believed 
that  only  five  or  six  examples  exist,  of  which  three  have 
been  so  graded  by  PCGS.  with  only  a  single  coin  graded  a 
notch  higher.  Perhaps  this  coin  has  been  submitted  before 
and  is  counted  more  than  once  in  the  Population  Report, 
but  we  can't  be  sure.  The  surfaces  have  delightful  cameo 
contrast,  with  deeply  frosted  devices  and  reflective  mirror 
fields.  In  order  to  properly  identify  this  piece  in  the  future, 
there  is  a  tiny  "S"  shaped  lint  mark  below  Liberty's  lowest 
curl  in  the  field  below  the  bust,  and  another  lint  mark  on 
the  reverse  through  the  wreath  and  left  adjacent  to  the  D 
of  DOLLAR.

Most  recently,  this  coin  was  offered  in  the  Michael  Keston 
Collection  as  Lot  44,  by  Superior  Stamp  &  Coin 
Company,  January  30.  1 996.  prior  to  that  there  seems  to  be 
a  discrepancy.  Superior  called  this  coin  the  Eliasberg  coin 
from  the  famous  1982  Gold  Sale  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy 
Galleries,  however,  the  plate  doesn't  seem  to  match  to  that 
sale.  Furthermore,  the  Eliasberg  coin  is  later  identified  as 
having  a  lint  mark  on  the  chin  and  another  above  the  3  on 
the  reverse,  neither  of  which  the  present  coin  has.  This  is 
not  the  Trompetercoin  either,  which  has  the  polished  area 
on  Liberty's  neck,  and  a  tiny  planchet  Hake  near  the  F  of 
OF  on  the  obverse.  Perhaps  this  is  the  Jerome  Kern, 
Samuel  Wolfson  coin,  but  further  research  is  needed  to 
straighten  out  the  true  pedigree  chain  of  the  few  specimens 
known.

The  entire  mintage  was  obviously 
placed  in  circulation,  and  most  did  just  that,  circulate.  1873  was 
a  difficult  year,  the  economy  went  through  a  sharp  contraction, 
known  as  "hard  times”  then,  in  the  1930s  as  a  "depression"  and 
now  something  everyone  from  school  loves,  a  "recession" 
which  sounds  a  lot  like  "recess".  Whatever  the  name,  the  causes 
are  the  same,  money  supply  contracts,  and  everyone  skimps 
and  tries  to  save  money.  Not  many  people  could  put  away  a 
small  fortune  like  a  $3  gold  coin,  so  they  were  spent.  Hence 
virtually  all  show  varying  degrees  of  wear.  This  coin,  however, 
is  a  remarkable  exception.

This  is  borne  out  by  PCGS.  which  has  only  graded  2  coins,  both  Extremely  Fine  40,  NGC  has  only  graded  a  single  coin,  it  an  Extremely 
Fine  45  of  the  1798  Small  Eagle.  The  color  and  surfaces  are  quite  nice  for  the  grade,  w  ithout  the  usual  distractions  of  heavy  adjustment 
marks  or  other  circulation  abuse.  There  are  some  hidden  adjustment  marks  running  vertically  through  Liberty’s  cap  and  curls  just  below  , 
as  well  as  a  hidden  mark  in  the  central  curls  below  Liberty’s  ear.  The  reverse  is  very  choice,  with  nothing  but  gentle  wear  on  the  upper 
feathers  of  the  eagle.  There  is  a  small  planchet  flake  at  the  top  of  the  second  T  of  STATES.  Long  listing  in  the  Guide  Hook  and  in  Breen's 
Encyclopedia  have  failed  to  turn  up  others.  A  review  of  the  great  collections  fails  to  turn  many  up.  most  advanced  gold  collectors  never 
have  a  chance  to  purchase  this  rarity.

There  is  abundant 
original  mint  bloom  on  this  coin,  with  fresh,  original  luster 
throughout.  As  to  the  surfaces,  they  are  pristine,  even  a 
glass  scarcely  locates  microscopic  handling  marks. 
Liberty’s  face,  the  stars,  hair  and  cap  are  all  virtually 
perfect,  fully  struck  in  every  nuance  of  Robert  Scot's 
design,  with  a  delicate  coppery  and  greenish  gold  color 
from  years  of  careful  storage.  On  the  reverse,  the  stars 
above  the  eagle  are  all  needle-sharp,  and  each  feather  on 
the  proud  eagle  is  full  and  complete.  Even  a  faint  die 
crack,  extending  from  the  U  of  UNITED  to  the  E  of 
STATES  shows  minute  detail  as  it  bisects  the  reverse. 
Any  numismatic  expert  would  be  well  advised  to  spend  a 
few  minutes  examining  this  coin,  linger  over  the  velvety 
fields  that  are  incomprehensibly  free  of  marks, 
incomprehensible  because  this  is  an  early  gold  coin,  the 
softest  metal  that  normally  attracts  contact  marks,  note  the 
virtual  absence  of  contact  on  either  side  here.  Many  may 
aspire  to  be  gems,  but  all  will  fall  short  of  the  quality  of 
this  magnificent  and  stunning  coin. 

Located  21  years  ago  by  Tony  Terranova.  who  pried  it 
away  from  a  collector  by  paying  four  times  the  current  bid 
for  a  gem,  an  astronomical  price  at  the  time,  and  quickly 
put  away  in  another  collection.  We  believe  this  to  be  the 
finest  early  U.S.  gold  coin,  of  any  denomination,  in 
existence.

A  pristine,  flawless  example  of  this  most  beautiful  of  all  coins. 
The  color,  strike,  and  surfaces  are  all  of  extraordinary  quality  and  the 
coin  definitely  is  as  nice  as  the  day  it  was  struck.  A  more  superb  Ultra 
High  Relief  could  not  possibly  exist. 

This  stunning  numismatic  work  of  art  was  the  brainchild  of  the 
famed  American  sculptor  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  who,  at  the 
personal  request  of  President  Theodore  Roosevelt,  conceived  the 
design  concept  and  drawings  for  what  would  become  America's  most 
renowned  coin.  Although  Saint-Gaudens  preferred  the  Indian  head 
obverse  with  the  standing  eagle  reverse,  he  was  overruled  by 
Roosevelt,  who  ordered  up  the  full  figure  of  Liberty  with  the  flying 
eagle  reverse  combination.  Dies  were  prepared  by  Henry  Hering.  who 
was  Saint-Gauden’s  assistant.  All  the  while,  the  Mint’s  Chief 
Engraver,  Charles  Barber,  flatly  stated  that  it  was  impossible  for  any 


mint  to  make  such  a  coin,  and  used  all  his  influence  to  stop  the  project. 
Hering  prepared  plaster  models  in  extremely  high  relief,  "knowing 
perfectly  well  they  could  not  stamp  it  in  one  strike,  my  object  being  to 
have  a  die  made  of  this  model  and  then  have  strikes  made  in  order  to 
see  the  various  results."  (Numismatist.  1949.  P.  455)  Hering  then 
convinced  Barber  that  experimentation  was  necessary  and  Barber 
finally  agreed  to  make  the  dies.  Hering  returned  to  the  Mint  in  February 
1907  to  "see  how  the  experimental  model  of  the  first  die  would  work 
out:  so  a  circular  disc  of  gold  was  placed  in  the  die  and  by  hydraulic 
pressure  of  172  tons,  I  think  it  was.  we  had  our  first  stamping,  and  the 
impression  showed  little  more  than  one  half  of  the  modeling.  I  had 
them  make  a  cast  of  this  for  my  guidance.  The  coin  was  again  placed 
in  the  die  tor  another  strike  and  again  it  showed  a  little  more  of  the 
modeling,  and  so  it  went,  on  and  on.  until  the  ninth  strike,  when  the 
coin  showed  up  in  every  detail." 

The  exact  number  of  pieces  struck  is  not  known  and  opinions 
vary.  Adams  and  Woodin  stated  that  "eighteen  pieces  are  said  to  have 
been  struck."  An  article  in  the  1909  Numismatist,  indicated  that 
"thirteen  coins  were  struck."  Later,  in  1920  another  article  in  the 
Numismatist  stated  that  "nineteen  pieces  were  struck,  two  of  which 
were  destroyed  in  Mint  experiments  or  tests."  Both  Judd's  book  and  the 
Scott  encyclopedia  indicate  that  22  were  struck  with  two  subsequently 
melted. 

Although  the  number  minted  actually  is  open  to  question, 
Aker's  estimates  that  no  more  than  13  to  15  are  known.  Two  specimens 
are  located  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  another  which  came  directly 
from  Charles  Barber's  estate  is  permanently  impounded  in  the 
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1907  Ultra  High  Relief 


American  Numismatic  Society.  One  has  a  plain  edge,  another  three 
have  inverted  edge  lettering. 

The  medallic  relief  was  too  much  for  the  dies,  obviously  a  small 
number  were  struck,  and  at  least  one  piece  is  known  w  ith  a  die  crack 
extending  from  the  reverse  rim  at  8:30  o’clock  towards  one  of  the  suns 
rays  All  were  struck  like  medals,  and  have  a  satin  finish,  and  are 
designated  as  "Proofs". 

Of  the  handful  produced,  most  were  given  away  by  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt  as  presentation  pieces,  which  became  known  as 
Roosevelt's  "pet  crime".  Barber  apparently  squirreled  at  least  one  away 
(now  in  the  ANS).  the  others  soon  showed  up  in  prominent  collections.

The  above  handful  of  coins  represent,  beyond  doubt,  the 
supreme  triumph  of  medallic  achievement  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
Though  issued  over  the  most  vigorous  objections  of  Mint  Engraver 
Barber,  despite  administrative  and  technical  difficulties  almost  beyond 
belief,  including  officious  interference  overtly  intended  to  sabotage  the
